Fibre Flax Differs 
From Seed Variety 


United States Botanist Sends interest: | 
ing Letter to Sasxatoon Board 
of«Trade ' 

That fibre flax and seed flax, while 
of the same species, are two distinct 
types and that it is impossible to 
raise a satisfactory field of fibre flax 
from the ordinary seed of seed flax, 
is the information contained in a let- 
ter received by F. Maclure Sclanders, 
commissioner of the Saskatcon board 
of trade, from Lyster H. Dewey, the 
botanist in charge of fibre investiga: | 
tion of the bureau of plant industry 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, 

“This is mort important informa- 
tion,” said Mr. Sclanders, “fer most | 
of the experimer:s to develop a good 
flax fibre are now being conducted 
With seed flax from which, at least for 
several years, a fibre flax cannot be 
expected to develop.” 

The letter from Mr. Dewey reads as 
follows: 

“Mr. P. H. Dorsett, of the office of 
seed and plant introduction of this de- 
partment, has referred to me that por- 
tion of your letter regarding Riga 
flaxseed in which you kindly offer to 
forward some of this seed to us for 
trial. I have replied to Mr. Dorsett 
that we should be very glad to try 
about five pounds of this seed, if you 
can spare that amount, in our flax- 
fibre trials next spring. 

Of course, there ig some uncertain- 
ty as to whether the seed coming from 
Riga is of the best fibre type. Prac- 
tically all of the flax grown in Russia 
from Moscow northward is cultivated 
primarily for fibre production, the 
seed being of secondary consideration, 
while the greater portion of that from 
Moscow southward is grown primarily 
for seed production, fibre being saved 
from some of the best of it in some 
localities where strains more nearly 
approaching the fibre type are grown. 
Seed from a wide region reaches the 
market from Riga, and whil> most of 
it is of the fibre type it is usually 
more or less mixed, and some of it Is 
of the seed type. 

“While fibre flax and seed flax both 
belong to the same species, as is the 
case with ordinary eight-rowed field 
corn and the most highly developed 
types of table sweet corn, these two 
types, from an agricultural point of 
view, are quite distinct. It would be} 
.possible to obtain a good fibre flax 
by several years from |

Sixth Annual Report of the Conserva- 
tion Commission 


Even casual reference to the annual! 
reports of the commission of conser- 
vation indicates the wide range of in- 
terests with which the commission is 
concerned, In this respect, the com- 
mission's sixth annual report, which 
has just been issued, is no exception. 
Well informed discussions are given 
concerning Canada’s resources in for- 
ests, fields, mines and streams and 
important papers are included on tech- 
nical education, agricultural instruc- 
tion, providing sanctuaries for birds 
and last, but by no means least, an 
important place is given to housing 
and town planning. 

The address of the chairman, Sir 
Clifford Sifton, is an excellent sum- 
mary of the commission's activities 
for the last fiscal year, and is, there- 
fore, of value to the busy reader. 

Although the war has hampered 
some aspects of the work of the com- 
mission, steady progress has been 
made in the matter of town planing.

The new land which Stetausson dis- 
covered was northeast of Prilice Vat- 
rick, aud he Spent three days on tue 
jand, and from what he gathered he 
beueves 1 runs some gUU mies eust, 
but not far west. As far north as he 
could see were mountain ranges and 
uuineral country, ‘Lue land hau plenty 
of game. ‘There were no evidence of 
iuUsKOX, but pienty of bear and lots of 
cariboo. ‘Lhe pirus were very numer- 
ous and could be seen flying north in 
immense numbers, which would lead 
him to believe that the land ran north 
a great distance, 

Stefansson reports that he had “a 
nice, comfortable time.” He and his 
two men came through the rigors of 
he Arctic winter in nrst-class shape 
und were fatter when they came out 
than when they went in, ‘he explor- 
‘yr says that it was no trip for people 
who like bread and butter three times 
i day, but they had lots of seal oil, 
ear t@su, game and tish.

Mr. J. H. Hare, who has had an ex 
tensive experience in this work, not | 
only with the Ontario provincial de-| 
partment of agriculture, but also dur- 
ing the last two years with the com- 
mercial and marketing end of the 
work undertaken by the live stock 
branch, has been given general super- 
vision of the Egg Circle work bei 
conducted by the branch, Mr. Hare 
is now in the western provinces, and 
will devote the greater part of his 
time for the next year to directing 
operations here.

GERMANY THREATENS EXISTENCE OF DEMOCRACY 


Gifford Pinchot says that the Allies are Fighting to Uphold the 
Highest American Ideals, and the U.S. Should Hamper 
Them as Little as Possible in the Conduct of the War 


Gifford Pinchot, 
the Aidine Ciub, New York, answered 
lus own question; “Both im our own in- 
terest and to satisiy our seuse of 
justice, what do we in the Uniteu 
H.ales MOSt desire ug tue OUtcOlNe OL 
the war?” by saying: 

“Victory lor tne allies, of course.” 

Mr. Pinchot discussed the disturb- 
ance of foreign trade and the incon- 
venicnces to certain classes of Ameri- 
can business men, and this led up to 
his query as to the wise position for 
the United States to take in the mat- 
ter. Answering the question: “Why?” 
Mr. Pinchot said: 

“First of all, because this is really 
our war; that is to say, the principles 
for Which it is being tought are prin- 
ciples for which tha United States 
stands, and which we are interested 


in having prevail in the world at 
large. It is to our interest as a peo- 
pie not to have treaties regarded as 


scraps Of paper; not to have decency 
and humanity disregarded in methods 
of warfare; not to have militarism in 
the ascendant and democracy crush- 
ed. We want the small nations to be 
respccted. It is of vital consequences 
to us that civilization as we know it 
shall be protected and preserved 
uinst the German theory that noth- 
ing sacred against the self-interest 
of the strong. 

“If the allies win, there is no trou- 
ble in sight for the United States. We 
in America may then proceed, undis- 
turbed from without to work out our 
own problems in our owntway, If the 
allies win, democracy in Europe will 
be preserved against the encroach- 
ments of military autocracy, and the 
prospect for lasting peace will be at 
least reasonably good. But if Ger- 
Inany wins, the 
democracy in Europe will be in dan-

Nothing is more 
certain than that, if Germany wins, 
we shall be forced to transfer our first 
and best attention from self-improve- 
ment to self-detense, and to arm ona 
scale that not even the most ardent 
advocate of preparedness now regards 
as possible. In the face of a victorious 
Germany, determined upon world pow- 
er, We can hope to preserve our na- 
tional self-governing existence only by 
force of arms. The victory of Germany 
would transform the United States 
also into an armed camp. 

“Tf, then, it is enormously to our fn- 
terest as a nation to have the allies 
win, let us hamper them as little as 
we reasonably can in their conduct of 
the war. 

“We must never forget that the al- 


lies are paying in blood and treasure |

Of Kngiish Woman 


Her Escape From Belgium Was Ef- 
fected by Disguise 

Mrs. Malcoim Carter, an English 
woman of Belgian birth, who arrived 
in New York recently, told her friends 
the story of how she escaped trom 
Belgium by disguising herseif in the 
costume of a Flemish peasant and 
creeping under the barbed wires on 
ths Dutch ‘rontier, Mrs, Carter came 
to seek aid for Belgian soldiers who 
ana blinded or permanently dis- 
abled, 

She went from London to Belgium 
to visit her father, and says that her 
passport was taken away and torn 
up on the orders of General Von Bis- 
sing, the military commander. She 
Was suspected of being a spy, but atf- 
ter two months obtained a new pass 
from another German commander, but 
that also was confiscated, 

Realizing that her only mcans of es- 
cape was by subterfuge, she went to 
the home of a friend in A.twerp and 
emerged from the house in disguise. 
She was carried in the cart of a Bel- 
gian cheesemonger part of the way to 
the Dutch border and smugglers guid- 

d her the remainder of the way. 

“There were times,” said Mrs, Car- 
ter, “when we were crawling on the 
ground, and it was eleven hours be- 


fore we reached the barbed wire that |

Value of Wireless 


Is Proving a Great Life-Saver In Con- 
nection with Accidents at 
Sea 

During the fiscal year of 1915 the 
inspectors of the radio bureau 
Washington reported 26 cases of ves- 
sels leaving United States ports 
which met with accident or disaster 
requiring the use of wireless to sum- 
mon assistance. Four of these calls 
were due to fire, twelve to running 
ashore, stranding or getting into an 
ice jam, three to breakage of mach- 
inery, four to collisions, one to shift-

ing cargo, one to vessel being storm- 
battered and waterlogged, and one to 
being torpedoed. 

Except in the case of the Lusitania, 
which was torpedoed, the assistance 


rendered resulted in but two livesta 
being lost. Since the closing of the | 


fiscal year the following marine dis- 
asters have occurred in which the use 
of wireless helped to save a number 
of lives: 

On September 15, the Fabre liner 
Santa Anna, bound from New York 
to Naples with 1,700, caught fire in 
mid-ocean, and all the passengers and 
crew were saved, The S.O.S. call 
brought the Italian steamer Ancona 
to her aid, 600 passengers were safely 
transferred, and the burning vessel 
was escorted to the Azores.

and Saloniki, caught fire 650 miles 
east of Sandy Hook, with 470 passeng- 
ers and crew on board, and had to 
be abandoned, The Anchor liner Tus- 
sania responded to the S.O.S, call 
and took off 341 passengers in life-| 
boats, and the remainder were 
brought to New York on the freighter 
Roumanian Prince.

MAKING FARM WORK INTERESTING 
BY MEDIUM OF JUNIOR FAIRS 


CHECKING DEPOPULATION OF RURAL DISTRICTS 


One of the Best Ways to Further the Progressive Agriculture 


Movements is to Interest the 


Boys and Girls in the Work 


Through Holding Annual Fall Competitions 


The Junior Fall Fair as it is being 
carried On in Suskatchewan, Was rst 
inaugurated by the district represent- 
ative in Unllario and tie CouuLy agent 
of the United States. 

In Outario the vunior Fall Fair is 
known as the Rurai School Fair, In 
the United States it has taken the 
form of societies, such as “the Corn 
Club Boys,” ‘the Canning Girls,” tue 
“Baby beet Boys,” etc. 

In Saskatchewan the department of 
agricuiture and the department of 
education co-operate in tunis work. 
The object aimed at in hoiding these 
fairs is two-fold. In the first place 
the children are given the educational 
line embodied in the work. And, 
secondly, the Junior Fall Fair has 
proven one of the best ways of link- | 
ing the farming public and the de- 
partment togetuey that they may be-| 
come acquainted and thus further tne 
interests of progressive agriculture.
